To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford quali-- 
fied to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Knights of 
Pythias Hall in the village of North Stratford on 
Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, at 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following sub- 
jects :-— 

1. To elect by ballot and major vote, a Town 
Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To elect by ballot and major vote, one 
Selectman to serve for the ensuing three years, and 
to elect all other necessary Town Officers. 

3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for repairs of highways and bridges, 
town construction, town maintenance, state aid con- 
struction, state aid maintenance, and trunk line 
maintenance. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for town expenses, observance of 
Memorial Day, sewers, street lights, town libraries, 
cemeteries, town debt and interest, for use of hyd- 
rants for fire protection, and any other necessary 
moneys to be used by the town. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to continue 
the employment of a night watchman at North 
Stratford and raise money for the same. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to construct 
a side walk from the residence of Nathan M. John- 
son in North Stratford village to a point touching 
a line of the property of the New Hampshire Stave 
and Heading Mill Company, and to raise money for 
the same: Provided that said New Hampshire 
Stave and Heading Mill Company will construct a 
similar walk from the above mentioned point to the 
tool house owned by the Town, at the expense of the 
said Company. 
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7. 'To take the sense of the voters and make 
clear the exemption vote of the J. A. Hockett Com- 
pany taken at the March meeting 1919, as to the 
extent and purpose of the said exemption. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to observe 
“Old Home Week,” and to celebrate the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the legal existence of the 
Town of Stratford, and the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the settlement of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, and to raise or appropriate money for the 
same. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to co-operate 
with other agencies to secure the services of a dis- 
trict nurse, and to raise money for the same.

From the foregoing it can be seen that the upit 
eost of instruction and maintenance is high. The 
standard of teachers is high. The loss occasioned 
by careless, and sometimes worse than that, attend- 
ance is high. The visits by parents and citizens In- 
dicates that about one person out of approximately 
every Six visits school once a year. | 

The unit cost is bound to be high where there 
are comparatively few pupils, where both high and 
elementary schools are maintained and where good 
standards are upheld. This cost is not out of pro- 
portion to other New Hampshire towns. 

The qualifications of teachers show a well- 
trained corps. The year was marked by one loss 
after another in the Intermediate school. But the 
general quality of teaching, in the whole staff, was 
good. 

I am calling attention to the waste of money 
occasioned by absence. This is in part excusable, 
and in part it is not. Sickness accounts for a part 
of this. But negligence and unnecessary excuses 
account for more. Harvesting and sugaring, es- 
pecially the latter, are big offenders. Small chil- 
dren, who can be of no practical assistance, are kept 
at home. Unwillingness to co-operate with school 
teams is also a factor. 

Sickness is always a large factor in this waste. 
For this reason, a District Nurse giving part time 
_to the schools and to needy, poorly-cared-for chil- 
ee would be a tremendous help in eliminating this 

Oss. 
. A small, annual appropriation for play-ground 
equipment is also most essential. Machinery to 
promote good health is a vital need. School lunches 
in several of our schools have been successfully 
maintained. Our grateful thanks are due to earnest 
teachers who have given their noon recess to this 
work.
